Lost Souls Found Spirits. Robert Ebendorf created his Lost Souls Found Spirits series 
of necklaces during a period of introspection and recovery while going through a divorce. 
He collected the crab claws during walks on the beach; on other pieces in the series, he 
incorporated found squirrel paws and bird heads. Ebendorf often uses found objects on 
his jewelry, an act he describes as making order out of chaos. However, the materials of 
Lost Souls Found Spirits are especially startling: claws, nails, and beaks, once 
lacerating, then dead, now live on as jewelry. This necklace is on view at Mint Museum 
Uptown.
